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PROLOGUE 


The college teachers of Sindh have always remained proud ot their 

liberal and enlightened thinking, clear-cut ideas about rights and duties-- a 

mindset to serve not only their own community but down-trodden people of 

this province also. These ideals are supplemented by their history of untiring 

struggle and guided by unity among rank and file of the SPLA. Sometimes, the 

symbol of unity was called SLA (Sindh Lecturers' Association) and at other 

times it culminated to the status of SPLA (Sindh Professors & Lecturers' 
Association). 


It has a long history of forward looking evolution; Consequent upon 
dissolution oi the “One Unit lecturers, who were serving in various 
Government Colleges of Sindh Province, united themselves under the banner 
of “Sindh Lecturers’ Association or SLA”. The Constitution of the SLA was 
framed and adopted on the pattern of former “West Pakistan Lecturers’ 
Association or WPLA”. With the passage of time, in 1989 it was felt that the 
constitution of SLA was, to some extent, rigid and proving to be unfeasible in 
certain areas. Therefore, the Provincial Executive Council (PEC) constituted a 
five-member’’ Constitution Committee", headed by Professor Liaquat Aziz 
Solangi. After due deliberations and approval of the PEC, the proposed 
amendments were presented in the Convention, held on 9 th November 1990 at 
Muslim Science College, Hyderabad. Following a heated debate die 
amendments were approved, including the amendment, which renamed “SLA” 
as “SI>LA”L.Si„dh Professors’ & Lecturers’ Association. Hereinafter it shall 

be called, the First Amendment. 

In 1 996, the PEC of SPLA considered it expedient to review certain 
articles of the Constitution in order to meet contemporary requirements. 
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Therefore, a seven-member Constitution Committee, under the chairmanship 

of Professor Liaquat Aziz, was formed. The amendments as proposed by the 

Committee were presented before the SIM. A Convention, dated 20th November 

1996 held at Muslim Science College Hyderabad. The amendments were 

adopted with the majority vote. Thus, the Second Amendment came into 
effect. 


Once again, on the initiative of various Units, certain amendments were 
made in the Constitution in the Annual Convention of SPLA, held on 30 th day 
of October, 2001 at Muslim Science College Hyderabad. Though minor in 
substance, but it was Third Amendment in the document. 

During the tumultuous years of SPLA’s history, the PEG constituted a 
seven-member Committee, headed by Prof. Lai Muhammad Solangi, on 
December 4, 2003. The Committee proposed drastic changes and put forward 
to the SPLA Convention held on November 30. 2004 at Muslim Science

College Hyderabad. The amendments were approved with majority vote and 
were incorporated into the statute book as Fourth Amendment 

The PEC, finding certain lacunae and loopholes in the basic document 
of the Association, formed a seven-member Amendment Committee under the 
chairmanship of Professor Muhammad Siddique Unar (the Scribe) in its first 
meeting, dated February 2 nd 2011; held at D.J Science . Karachi. Other 
members of the committee were: Prof. Muharram Ali Kalhoro. Prof.Ghulam 
Asghar Shah, Prof Asif Zaidi, Prof.lftekhar M.Azami. Prof. Muhammad 
Yaqoob Chandio Mr. Tarique Mansoor Qureshi. The Committee revisited the 
Constitution thoroughly, deliberated upon it minutely and tried to settle, even, 
minor points of dispute, if any, in the book. Following thorough discussions, 
constructive debates and feed-back from the members/ office bearers, the draft 
of the amendments was finalized and presented in the SPLA convention held 
on 18 th December, 2012 at Muslim Science College Hyderabad. The 
Convention approved and adopted proposed changes- including those proposed 
during the session also- certain amendments, additions, deletions, corrections 
or insertions in the Article ff l,II, III, IV, V, VII and VIIL These include

and honor lor me — as Secretary General of this great entity — in presenting 
this document of history, lor history — a history of struggle, that is, before 
honorable members of my mother Association. 

My special thanks to Prolessor Noor Ahmed Janjhi, the newly elected 
Additional Secretary (Centre) lor his technical support (editing, proofreading 
and publishing) for bringing out this valuable document 

I feel a sense of relief and satisfaction on fulfillment of this solemn 
obligation and gentleman's commitment.

PREAMBLE: 

Whereas it is expedient to frame a constitution for the Sindh 
Professors' & Lecturers’ Association in order to achieve the aims and 
objectives enumerated hereinafter. It is hereby enacted and adopted as follows: 


CHAPTER-1 


Article-1 : Definitions 

In the articles ol the constitution specified or expressed from the 
context: 

(!) “Government” shall mean the Government of Sindh. 

( 2 ) ‘'Region” shall mean the area under the administrative control of 
former Directorates of College Education i.e. Karachi. Hyderabad 
and Sukkur.

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(3) ‘District 1 shall mean the Administrative District Controlled by the 
Government ol Sindh and Towns situated in the vicinity of City 
District Government/Municipal Corporation, Karachi. 

( 4 ) 'Association' 1 shall mean the Sindh Professors 1 & Lecturers’ 
Association.

(5) Member shall mean a college teacher who has once been formally 

enrolled as a member of the Association and has not subsequently 

lost his/her status as such, either for non-payment of subscription or 

as a result of any disciplinary action taken against him/her by the 

Association. Any member leaving the department for any reasons 

whatsoever shall ipso- facto cease to be a member. Any member, 

who prefers an appeal to any relevant authority or institutes a civil 

suit against termination of his/her services or his/her dismissal shall 

continue to be a member of the Association till his/her case is finally 
adjudicated upon. 

(6^ College Teacher 1 shall mean a college teacher employed by the 
Education Department, Government of Sindh.

(7) “SPLA” shall mean SINDH PROFESSORS & LECTURERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 

(8) “CEC” shall mean Central Executive Council. 

(9) “REC” shall mean Regional Executive Committee. 

(10) “DEC” shall mean District Executive Committee. 

(11) “UEC” shall mean Unit executive Committee 

( ' ) "ill PC” shall mean High Powered Committee. 

( 1 ) “CABINET” shall mean all of ice bearers of a particular elected Body.

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Article- 5: Membership 

Membership of the Association shali be open to ali principals, teachers, 
librarians, DPE’s of all cadres, serving in the colleges run by the Education & 
Literacy Department Government of Sindh and District Governments and City 
District Govemmenl(if any) in the province of Sindh. 


irticle-6 : Enrolment 

Any person fulfilling the conditions lor being eligible to be enrolled as 
a member of the Association shall be deemed to have agreed to abide by the 
rules and regulations of the Association. An applicant shall fill in the 
membership form (Schedule-IV) in duplicate and submit it along with, his/her 
membership subscription to the Secretary of the Regional Body through the 
Secretary of the local Unit/Body. The Secretary of the Regional Body shall 

retain one copy of his/her form and send the other to the Secretary General of 

the SPLA Centre.

Article-7 : Subscription and Extraordinary Funds

111 .W AI1 lhe amounts of 'the subscriplion/membership fee, so received 

shall be, compulsorily, deposited in a scheduled Bank in the name of Region il 
Bpdy or SPLA Centre, as case may be. 

(2) However, in order for timely/full collection of the subscription 
amount, besides Unit Presidents/ Secrelaries/Finance Secretaries, the District 
President and General Secretaries in their respective Districts and Regional 
Presidents and General Secretaries in their respective regions shall, ultimately. 
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be the sole responsible for orderly collection of annual subscription as well as 

formation/election of the local units. 

< Vi M e Regional Finance Secretary shall also be authorized to collect 
Rs.5G0/= per member from units of their respective Regions and divide deposit 
it as per laid down procedure. 

(4) Division of funds, as envisaged above, shall be mandatory. All tiers 

of thu association shall meet expenditures of their initiated programs from their 

own recourses. In case of contingency, emergency funds can be raised with die 

approval of the CEC/REC. provided, that any call given by the SPLA Centre 

lor whole province shall be managed by the each Region/Disiricl/Unit at their 
respective level.

(9) An eligible member (i.e. one who has paid the annual fee foi he 
year) cannot propose/second for the same post more than once. 

(JO) All the prospective candidates their proposers and seconders aie 
required to put same signatures, which their National Identity Card (CNIC) 
bears. The signatures on the nomination forms should be attested either by the 
Principal or a teacher (not below the rank of Assistant Professor) of the college 

concerned. Attesting officer must put their official stamp with name legibly 
written. 


(11) Nomination forms without fee or vice versa will not be accepted. 
Nomination forms thus received will be rejected and fee will be forfeited. 

(12) All representations/revisions/appeals may be addressed to the 
chairman of the respective election Commission Committee of Centre.

(17) No office-bearer shall hold same post tor more than two 
consecutive terms.
